verity of the two penalties, the pre- 
vailing and universally accepted on*1 
s that life imprisonment is the mild- 
er punishment. 
Mankind clings to 


life, he declared, and death is oom- 
moiily shunaud and dreaded even 
by murderers aware that the only 
alternative i.s lifelong confinement.

prison might mean.

judge could get the opinion even 
of this class of men as the 
years 


loomed long and heavy before them 
and hope of freedom died, they, too, 
might hold with Patrick. 
As for 


Patrick, it may readily be believed 
that he is sincere .in 
his 
opinion 


that death is to be preferred. 


There is an element of pathos in 


his case, since many persons hold 
that the circumstantial evidence up- 
on which he was convicted was in- 
sufficient to prove guilt, and his per- 
sistent assertion of innocence and 
his fighting qualities shown through 
his trial have gained him a con- 
siderable measure of sympathy. Some 
will he likely to agree with him 
that if he wishes to have the origin- 
al sentence carried out he should be 
allowed the privilege.
